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Two Hundred Bodies Cremated Mingling 


Ashes With Ruined Homes—Work 


Of Relief On In Earnest- 


Cliff House Saved. 


San Francisco, April 21.—The total 


cumber of bodies recovered and bur- 
led up to Sunday night is 500. No 
complete record can be had at this 
time, as many bodies have been buried 
without permits from the coroner and 
the board of health. 


The 'circumference of the area of 


the great conflagration as near as 
•conld be ascertained by the marking 
ot a cyclometer was 26 miles and 
comprises the entire business district 
and a, large section of the.residence 
district, all of which was densely pop- 
ulated. It is estimated today by com- 
petent insurance authorities that the 
loss will aggregate $300,000,000 and on 
this vast amount of property the insur- 
ance companies carried approximately 
1175,000,000 insurance.

T w o hundred bodies found in the 
Potrero district south 
of Shannon

Some ot the dead were victims of 
falling buildings, some were killed in 
the fire, but it is believed by the board 
of health that the majority died from 
ptomaine poisoning.

FIRE CHIEF DEAD.

San Francisco. Anril .22.—Fire Chief 


-D. .1. Sullivan of San Francisco's fire 
department is dead from the effects 
of injuries received on the morning of 
the earthquake. '• Chief 
his wife were- sleeping in the 
house 'adjoining the California hotel 
on Bush street. The earthquake shook 
down the chimney of-the hotel and 
sent it crashing through the fire house. 
Chief Silllivan and his wife were car- 
ried with the debris two stories to the 
ground floor, where they were extri- 
cated after great difficulty. 
Mr. and 


Mrs. 
Sullivan were at once taken to 


the Southern Pacific hospital, but 
when the flames reached the Mission 
they were again removed, this time to 
the General hospital at the Presidio. 
It was found thsit Mr/ Sullivan was suf- 
fering 
from a fractured 
skull, four 


iroken ribs and other injuries. 


CLIFF HOUSE STANDS. 


Ban Francisco, April 23.—A thor- 


ough inspection made by a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press, who 
made the trip in an automobile, shows 
that comparatively little damage was 
done in the vicinity of the Cliff. '• The 
Cliff House not only stands, but the 
damage sustained from the earthquake 
shock at this historic building will not 
exceed, according to the statement ot 
Manager WilUins. $500. ""in fact, the 
escape of Ttie Cliff House is one of tlie 
curious features of the disaster which 
has befallen San Francisco. The fam- 
ous Sutro baths, located near the Cliff 
House, with its hundreds of thousands 
of square feet of jjlass roofing, was 
practically unharmed. 


'THREE HUNDRED DEAD. 


Washington, April 22.—The loss of 


life at San Francisco is placed at lesa 
than 300 in -i telegram addressed to 
Secretary of Treasury Shaw by Super- 
intendent of the Mint Leach. The tel- i 
egram is dated at Oakland, and is as 
follows: "Stories of loss of life great-, 
ly exaggerated. Have been in it every j 
day from the first Have men report/- 
ing to me continually from all parts 
of the city, and I do not believe the 
list will reach 400. My estimate from 
statements to me will not reach 300. 
The fire did not travel fast and the 
authorities took trouble to keep ahead 
of flames, notifying people of the dan- 
ger and caring for the. helpless."

stricken city. Baa km* been per- 
Bieated with an air of romance 
and adveature. Nowhere may 


one tarn without beta* reminded of 
the legends that hare been woven 
around the forty-niners and their fan- 
mediate followers. The names of the 
streets and of the business blocks, such 
as Kearney, gutter, Montgomery, Du- 
pont, Flood, Crocker and Sharon, bring 
to the mind of tbe visitor long forgot- 
ten stories of riot or adventure and of 
fortunes whose vastness once excited 
his wonder or made him' incredulous. 


The site of the city was first visited 


by Europeans in 1769, and in 1775 Bu- 
careli ordered a fort, presidio' and mis- 
sion founded on the bay. bne year 
later, the-year of the Declaration of 
Independence, the Spanish settlers be- 
gan the work.xand wbeu Vancouver, 
the explorer, visited the place In 1782 
the presidio represented the military 
authority, while the pueblo and -mis- 
sion stood for the civil and religious 
factors respectively. The mission was 
secularized in l£M and a town laid 
out the year following. 


In 184G an American m.-iii-of-war, un- 


der command of Commodore John B 
Montgomery, entered-the harbor and 
hoisted the stars and stripes over the 
town.

After the first rti.sli to the gold dig- 


{rings the town began to regain its lost 
ground, and ere long the influx of gold 
seekers gave quite un impetus to its 
growth. Tbe towu was incorporated 
In April. 1S30, and the first -common 
council elected proceeded with diligence 
to plunder the city treasury. 
The 


same year the state .was admitted to 
the Unioii, and when the bteamer Ore- 
gon brought the news— there was no 
telegraphic communication in those 
days— business was entirely suspended 
and the entire population rushed to the 
wharfs to welcome the harbinger. Tbe 
town had about 10,000 inhabitants at 
that time, and when the people were 
informed that the signal flags of the 
Oregon indicated that California was a 
sovereign state of the United States of 
America "a universal shout arose from 
10,000: voices on the wharfs, in' the 
streets, upon the hills, housetops and 
the world of shipping in the bay." 


In Its early history the city suffered 


from several disastrous fires. Between 
December, 1840, and June, 1851, six 
conflagrations played havoc with the 
growing young town. Better buildings 
were planned and several fire compa- 
nies were organized. These were steps 
In the right direction. It was also dis- 
covered that tbe fires were started by 
criminals who profited by the confu- 
sion. 


This fact and the inefficiency and 


corruption of the city government led 
a large number of citizens to organ- 
ize ^he famous vigilance committee 
which ruled the place in 1851.

the committee, others were driven out,

San Francisco, 
Ap^1 23.—Between 


three hundred and four hundred per- 
sons, it is believed, perished in tbe 
humbler quarters of San Francisco, 
as a result of the terrible earth- 
quake and 
the 
subsequent 
fire. 


South of Market street the loss of 
life was mostly brought about by the 
collapsing of many cheap and crowded 
lodging houses. 
Among others, the 


caving In of the Royal, corner Fourth 
and Minna streets, added to the horror 
of the situation by the shrieks of its 
many scores of victims imbedded in 
the ruins. The collapsing of the Fort- 
land house on Sixth between Mission 
and Market came about in a similar 
manner. Fully 60 persons were en- 
tombed, midst the crash of lumber and 
brick. Many of these were saved be- 
fore the fire eventually crept to the 
scene. The large live-story Brunswick 
rooming house with 
its 300 rooms 


filled with guests on the corner of 
Sixth and Moward streets, collapsed 
entirely, and lire started amidst the 
ruins scarcely live minutes later. It 
is estimated that over 300 persons lost 
their lives. Part of the large Cosmo- 
politan house, corner Fifth and Mis- 
sion streets, collapsed at the very first 
tremble. Many of the sleepers were 
buried in the ruins; others escaped in 
their night clothes. 
At 775 Mission 


street, the Wilson house, with its four 
stories and t>0 rooms, 
fell to 
tho 


ground a mass of ruins. As far as 
known, very few of the inmates were 
rescued. The Denver, on lower Third 
street, with its many rooms, shared the 
same fate, and none may ever know 
how many were killed, the majority of 
the inmates being strangers. 


The board of health reports a very 


encouraging health condition consid- 
ering the circumstances. Sickness is 
constantly.on the decrease. There are 
very few contagious diseases, and 
these are being attended at Deer 
Lodge in Golden Gate park. Sanitary 
conditions in the residence districts 
are being inrproved. 


Most of the sickness Is among the 


people who are living out of doors, 
and it is upon these cases that the 
toard of health is cone 
ating roost 


of its attention. Hundreds of volun- 
teer doctors, dentists, nurses and 
helpers are at work allaying suffering. 
Every since the fire broke out there 
has been no lack of volunteers for ev- 
ery kind of work. 


Some 300 houses lying on the south 


and east slopes of Telegraph Hill re- 
main to attest the efficacy of the juice 
of the grape In quenching the flames 
when water failed, for in this quarter 
the householders, many of whom are 
Italians, saved their abodes by a free 
use of the red wine stored In their 
cellars.
